Last Friday, SBrannan said tne 
blame for the present situation 
rested on "mistakes" In the law, 
which he said his department re- 
sisted unsuccessfully at the time. 
One of the few cotton belt con- 
gressmen now in Washington, Sen- 
ator Sparkman (D-Ala). told a re- 
porter that the next

said the cotton control law must 
be changed "to give more flexibility 
to the secretary, the state farmer 
committees and the local county 
committees In making allotments."

The three new battleships were 
said to be the Sovlntskl Soyuz (for- 
merly the Treti Internatlon), the 
Sovletshala Belorussia and the Stra- 
na Sovletov.

COTTON BOLL WEEVIL 
ENJOYS GOOD YEAR 
IN U.S. DURING 1949 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Deo. 19.— 


UP)—The cotton boll weevil, ring 
leader of the insect rascals preying 
on king cotton's realm, was out 
this year in his greatest numbers 
since 1942. 
This was related today to repre- 
sentatives 'of the cotton industry 
and cooperating groups gathered 
to map basic strategy for the cot- 
ton farmer's battle against all In- 
sects for 1960—and to survey a 
$470,000,000 loss to bugs in 1949. 
Approximately 
200 representa- 
tives of the cotton industry, state 
and federal agricultural agencies, 
land grant colleges and Insecticide 
and farm equipment manufacturers 
are here attending the third annu- 
al cotton Insect control colferenco 
sponsored by the National Cotton 
Council of America. 
Dr. 8. A, Rohwer, assistant chief 


of the Bureau of Entomology and 


plant quarantine of the U, 8. De- 
partment of Agriculture, told a 
reporter prior to the meeting that 
there had been "an unusually hea- 
vy Infestation of the boll weevil In 
1949—the heaviest since 1942, and 
It continued through the season." 
He attributed this to a relatively 


mild winter a year ago In the cot- 
ton belt, so that unusually large 
numbers survived hibernation and 
were ready to get1 In their dirty 
work when the 
season 
arrived. 
Furthermore, he said, the weather 
of the 1949 cotton season was' fa- 
vorable to the 
development of 


weevils, with a lot of rain. 
"The occurence and abundance 


of some of the other important 
pests also deviated tfram the aver- 
age patterns/'1 Rohwer said. >

Consul General and Mrs. Angus 
Ward oame back to fellow Ameri- 
cans today from a year's virtual 
imprisonment by the Chinese Reds 
and got a rousing welcome for their 
30th wedding annlversady. 
The Wards and members of the 
consulate staff at Mukden, Man- 
churia, 
arrived here aboard the 
Lakeland Victory to complete the 
first leg of their joteney back- to 
the United States. 
The • consul general, who 
was 
kicked out by the Chinese Com- 
munists, said he was overwhelmed 
by the greetings of some 200 Ameri- 
cans waiting at Yokohama's south 
pier when the ship docked. 
Mrs. Ward said she was, too—so 


much that "It's hard to speak." 
Behind them—but fresh in mem- 
ory—was what Ward called 
the 
"hellish" treatment at the hands 
of the Reds in Mukden, months of 
bickering to try to leave the coun- 
try, and finally his arrest and a 
month

Americans, used to the idea 
of a republic, to try to go too 
fast for a people who do not 
know what the word means 
Winston Churchill thought 
we made a mistake at the 
close of World War I when 
we wished . a republic on 
Germany. He thought if the 
Allies had chosen one of the 
Kaiser's grandson as king, 
perhaps under a regency 
with a good constitution to 
observe, the Germans mighl 
have gotten along learning 
gradually. 
The 
republic 


was something imposed on 
them by the enemy, hence 
was suspect from the start 
This is water over the dam. 
The lesson to be learned 
from it is that changing the 
attitude of a people takes 
time. Two or three gener- 
ations are required to make 
much impression. We must 
keep the direction toward 
democracy, but not be dis- 
couraged if arrival seems 
slow. 


COUNTING THE GUNS 
The United Nations As- 


sembly has voted to count 
the military forces of the 
nations of the 
world and 


their ordinary arms, but ap- 
parently no one 
seriously 


expects the count to be made 
Russia voted against the 
count, so it is supposed that 
Russia will not co-operate* 
and presumably the West- 
ern Powers will not cooper- 
ate unless they believe that 
Russia intends to do so. Thus 
the decision seems to have 
no meaning. 


A census of arms as a step 


toward world peace is re 
miniscent of the disarma 
ment schemes of the period 
following the First World 
War. It faintly suggests the 
idea that wars result from 
the military strength of na- 
tions, an idea which has 
been widely accepted at 
times but is extremely su 
perficial. 


Wars in actuality result 


from the ambitions, fears 
and incomprehension of na- 
tions. If we want to secure 
peace in the world, we must 
deal first with the passions 
from which wara begin, and 
after that it may be appro- 
priate to count the guns, and 
the bombs. 


The differences and aim 
ilarities of ideas and pur- 
poses are what should be 
counted among the nations, 
Of, the 
differences some 


would appear so important 
that wars might be fought 
over them. We should all— 
Americhas, Russians, Brit- 
ish, and others alike — set 
or minds and energies to 
reduction of those 
differ- 


ences by intelligent talking 
rather than by fighting. We 
should e m p h a s i z e and 
strengthen 
our 
common 


ideals and purposes. In that 
way and not by inspection of 
our arsenals, peace may be 
found.

Paper Loss— 
Overdraft Of $1502 Is Shown In 
Auditor's Report For Fair; Plan 
Increase In Number Of Directors

At a meeting of the Corstcana 


Livestock and Agricultural Show 
executive committee Thursday it 
was announced the 1949 exposition 
ended with an overdraft of $1,502.33. 
Despite this overdraft, the report 
shows the fair actually made mo- 
ney, but payments on a building 
loan, an Increase in premiums, and 
a drop in rodeo attendance result- 
ed in the paper loss. 


The report will be studied and 


probably adopted 
at the annual 


meting, the date of which has not 
been announced. 


The executive committee adopt- 


ed two recommendations which 
will be presented at the annual 
meeting. Both call for changes in 
the by-laws. 


The committee expressed the 


desire to increase the elective di- 
rectors of the society from 24 to 
30, and to give the fair president 
power to appoint 10 more direct- 
ors for one-year terms. Elected 
directors serve for three years. 
The proposed board would have 
40 members. 
Reasons advanced for the chang- 
es included a wish to have repre- 
sentation from several parts of the 
county on the board of directors. 
Pair President J. N. Edens nam- 


ed a nominating committee to se- 
lect a slate of directors. 
Their 


choices will be acted on at the an- 
nual meeting. 


On the committee are Will Thom- 


pson, O. I> Albrltton and Joe E. 
Butler, 


Dates for the 1980 fair were dis- 


cussed by the executive commit- 
too but no dates were set. These 
will be determined at the annual 
meeting. 


The auditor's report shows the 
fair's operations for the year In- 
cluded the payment of $5,000 on 
a building note, a loss of about 
$1,480 on rodeo receipts, and an 
Increase of nearly $2,100 In pre- 
miums paid. 
New equipment, repairs and main- 


tenance cost the society $1,116, and 
insurance premiums on the build- 
ings totaled $617. 


In the past two years the fair, 


from its profits, has paid $16,500 
on a $21,000 building. The remain- 
ing $4,600 was raised by popular 
subscription. 


According to the report, 167 more 


persons paid front gate admission 
in 1949 than in 1948. The total pnld 
admissions In 1949 was 18,987 as 
compared with 18,820 In 1948. 


Rodeo attendance dropped 1,014 


in 1949. In 1948, 12,258 paid to see 
the rodeo show, while in 1949, the 
attendance was 11,287. This result- 
ed in a net loss of $1,451.77 in ro- 
deo admission reclpts. 
The total Income for the fair In 


1049 was 121,880.83, as compared 
with $23,322.85 In 1948, a decrease 
of $1,571.53. Decreases were noted 
In carnival, $124.09; catalogue ad- 
vertising, 
J125.60; 
concessions, 


$115.19, and over and short ticket 
sales, $3.92. 
Commercial space 


showed an Increase of $232.53. 
Net admlslon totals for 1949 were 


$18,748.53, as compared to $90,183.04 
in 1948, a drop of $1,434',51. These 
totals Include all types of admis- 
sion, children and adult for front 
gate and rodeo, and season boxes 
and reserved scats at the rodeo. 


Rodeo admlslon decreases Includ- 
ed season boxes, $158.80; reserved 
seats, $364.06; adults, $825.99, and 
children, $102.92. 


Front gato admlsions were up 
$17.28 (less taxes) in 1949. Gate 
admlslons collected in 1949 totaled 
$3,732.21, as compared to $3,714.95 
In 1048. 


The society paid the internal rev- 


enue department a total of $3,765.- 
09 for ticket taxes. Of this amount, 
$774.16 was charged against front 
gato ticket sales. 


Overall Increases for the fairs' 


operations totaled $3,609.91. This 
Included a premium list increase 
of $2,080, and $32.50 for addition- 
al judges. The total amount paid 
out In premiums In 1948 was $5,- 
338.25, as compared to $3,288.28 
in 1948. 
Total rodeo expenses decreased 


$210.86, primarily du0 to a decrease 
In the redco contract of $724.88. 
Nearly all other rodeo expenses 
Increased.

HAMBURG, Germany, Dec. 19.— 
UP)—A British military court today 
sentenced former Field Marshal 
Erich Von Mansteln to 18 years 1m- 
irlsonment for atrocities against 
Poles and Russians committed by 
German troops during the war. 
Mansteln, last of Hitler's gener- 
als to be tried by the victorious Al- 
les, declined to plead for mercy. 
He was found guilty on nina spe- 
cific charges and was acquitted on 
eight other counts. All grew out 
of alleged atrocities by German 
roops under his command during 
he Nazi invasion of Poland and 
Russia. 
The president of the court said 
.ho sentence would dato from to- 
day. 
The sentence, is subject to 
confirmation by higher authority. 
The decision to try the German 
field marshal after such a lengthy 
mprisonment had aroused 
much 
controversy In Britain. 
Wartime 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
was among the prominent people 
who subscribed to a fund to pro- 
vide English counsel to defend.him.

With only two small cotton grow- 
ing counties In Texas still out, the 
returns of Thursday's special vote 
on 1960 marketing quotas show 90,- 
745 In favor and 14,861 against. 


Of the 105,606 ballots cast, 85.9 
percent approved the national con- 
trol program 
designed to 
hold 
plantings to about 23 per cent less 
than 1949. 
Over the nation, the program was 
approved by about 89 per cent of 
the cotton growers. 
As a result of the election farm- 
ers who produce within their al- 
lotted plantings will have 'prices 
supported at 90 per cent of parity. 
Farmers who over-plant will pay a 
penalty of one-half of the parity 
price on all cotton grown in excess 
of their quotas.

Corn And Wheat 
Crop Estimate 
Is Made Higher 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—(/P)— 


The agriculture department, In its 
final report of the year, today es- 
timated this year's corn crop at 
3,377,700,000 bushels and the wheat 
crop at 1,146,463,000 bushels. 


The corn figure Is 20,172,000 bu- 
shels more than tho 3,357,618,000 
forecast a month ago. It compares 
with last year's revised estimate 
of 3,681,703,000 bushels and with 
the ten-year (1038-1947) average 
of 2,787,628,000. 


The wheat estimate Is 20,237,000 


bushels more, from the 1,126,226,- 
000 forecast a month ago, It com- 
pares with last year's revised es- 
timate of 1,313,634,000 and with 
the ten-year average of 091,950,000. 


Production of these major grain 


crops was largo enough to create 
a surplus requiring the depart-, 
ment to Impose limitations on next 
year's crops, Acreage planting al- 
lotments already have been set up 
for wheat and soon will be announc- 
ed for corn.

Producers in 20 
State; Ballot To 
Have Regulations 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16—UP)— 
Cotton, 
the South's major crop, 
will be grown and marketed under 
rigid government controls 
next 


year. 
Producers of the crop voted In a 
20-stato referendum yesterday 
to 
approve an agriculture department 
proposal to Invoke prewar market- 
ing quotas as a means of prevent- 
ing the production of unmarket- 
able surpluses. 
Quotas on cotton were last In 


effect In 1941. But they were voted 
for the 1942 crop, but were sus- 
pended because of war conditions. 
Cotton Is Dlxieland'a third 
big 


crop to be put under strict gov- 
ernment control. Growers had pre- 
viously voted for .quotas on pea- 
ntits and on barley and flue-cured 
tobacco. 
The department's cotton program 


Is designed to hold plantings 
to 


21,000,000 acres, or about 23 per 
cent less than was planted 
this 
year. This reduction Is expected to 
result In a crop of around 12,000,- 
000 bales compared with about 16,- 
000.000 this year. 
Nearly complete, unofficial 
re- 
turns from ' the referendum gave 
558,422 votes for cotton quotas and 
65,435 against. This was a majori- 
ty of 89 per cent, which Is far 
In 
excess of the necessary 66 2-3 per 
cent. 
Under the control program, each 


farm Is given a planting allotment. 
The farm's sales 
quota 
is 
the 


amount of cotton grown on its al- 
lotment. Sales from excess acres 
would be subject to a stiff penalty 
tax—roughly 15 cents a pound or 
slightly more than half. the pros- 
pective market price. 
Approval of quotas assured pro- 
ducers of a continued government 
price support of 90 per cent 
of 
parity, or around 28 cents a pound. 
If quotas had been defeated, the 
price 
support for the 1950 crop 


would have dropped to 50 per cent 
of parity. 
.Parity is a legal standard for 
measuring farm prices, designed 
to be equally fair to producers and 
those who buy his products. 


The size of the majority favoring 
quotas was larger than some farm 
leaders and department officials 
had expected.- Reports of 
wide- 
spread grower dissatisfaction with 
acreage planting allotments 
had 


led them to believe the opposition 
would be stronger than It turned 
out to be. 


Perhaps Influencing the results 


Is a promise of a house cotton sub- 
committee to 
ask 
congress 
to 
change the control law so as to 
correct reported Inequities in plant- 
Ing allotments. Some farms 
have 


been asked to cut their acreage as 
much as 80 per cent.
